White House review 
of Afghan war finds 
strategy is on track 

Washington 

Though mostly upbeat, the Obama 
administration’s assessment of war 
progress in Afghanistan suggests 
tough combat will continue for 
years, and if the president begins 
to bring U.S. troops home next 
summer, as promised, the num- 
bers will be small. 

The internal review of Presi- 
dent Obama’s year-old war strategy 
unveiled Thursday says that Tal- 
iban momentum has been halted 
in much of Afghanistan and that 
al-Qaeda leaders who are thought 
to be plotting terrorist attacks on 
the U.S. from Pakistan have suf- 
fered grievous losses. 

“We are on track to achieve our 
goals,” Obama said in remarks 
that echoed his announcement 
last year that he was sending 
to Afghanistan an extra 30,000 
U.S. troops. 

But the review makes clear that 
further progress won’t come easily. 
Obama warned of sobering days

Challenges Ahead 

President Obama has significantly escalated 

the scope of the Afghan war, and on Thursday, he 
claimed his most progress to date. Yet, he said, prog- 
ress has not come fast enough in Pakistan, where ter- 
rorists continue to find safe haven. A defining issue in 
the months ahead will be the degree to which the U.S. 
can get Pakistan’s help in ousting them. Obama also 
warned that the gains over the last year — at the cost 
of more U.S. troop deaths than at any other time dur- 
ing the war— are fragile and reversible, (ap) 


ahead, saying the war will remain 
a “very difficult endeavor.” 

Still, his top national securi- 
ty aides insist there is progress 
toward the goal of handing over 
control to the Afghan government 
by the end of 2014. 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates, who recently returned from 
Afghanistan, said Thursday that he 
saw more progress there than he 
had expected. He suggested that it 
can be difficult for those who view- 
ing the war from afar to grasp how 
it is unfolding. 

“The sense of progress among 
those closest to the fight is palpa- 
ble,” Gates said. 

At least 480 U.S. troops have 
been killed in 2010 in the war, and 
more than 2,100 have died since the 
conflict began. Roughly 100,000 
U.S. troops are in Afghanistan, as 
well as 40,000 from NATO allies. 

In Brussels, Belgium, NATO 
Secretary-General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen said the review showed 
that the strategy was sound and 
that the allies had the necessary 
resources to carry it out. 

“This is a challenging task, 
but we are determined to see it 
through,” he said, (ap)

Attorneys for 20 states fighting the 
new federal health care law told a 
judge Thursday the law will expand 
the government’s powers in dan- 
gerous and unintended ways.

The judge questioned the 
Obama administration attorneys 
about whether the government is 
reaching beyond its power to reg- 
ulate interstate commerce.

WikiLeaks Founder Released 


Assange to continue

The once-elusive Julian Assange 
was freed on bail Thursday, releas- 
ing the WikiLeaks founder to con- 
tinue his work as Sweden pushes its 
case for extradition and the United 
States considers its own criminal 
charges over his website’s release 
of secret information. 

The silver-haired Australian 
emerged from London’s neo- 
Gothic High Court building after 
a tense scramble to gather the 
money and signatures needed to 
free him. Speaking under a light 
snowfall amid a barrage of flash 
bulbs, Assange — who’s been out 
of the public eye for more than a 
month — told supporters he would 
pursue his efforts to bring govern- 
ment secrets to light. 

“It’s great to smell the fresh air 
of London again,” he said to cheers 
from outside the court. “I hope to 
continue my work.”

Court: Irish Abortion Ban Violates Women’s Rights

Yes, Virginia (and Maryland 
and D.C.), there is a Santa 
Claus.

Season's First Dusting Hits Area 


Jurisdictions prepped 
for snow, but crashes 
widespread on roads 

Washington 

A fairly typical December snow- 
storm glazed the region’s high- 
ways with a crusty white crud 
that caused scores of fender-bend- 
ers as people cut short the work- 
day and many school systems shut 
down early. 

In most places, it was too little 
snow to plow, and it landed on fro- 
zen pavement that caused chemi- 
cally laced salt to work more slowly, 
transportation officials said. 

Many roads throughout the 
Washington area were pretreated 
as the storm advanced, but slip- 
pery conditions slowed traffic to a 
crawl on major highways and side 
streets alike. 

“We saw this thing coming,” 
said John Lisle of the District 
Department of Transportation. “We

began pretreating a couple of days 
ago, and we had salt trucks out by 
10 a.m. [Thursday.]” 

Joan Morris of the Virginia 
Department of Transportation 
echoed Lisle’s explanation. 

“Motorists think that pretreat- 
ing will mean the road is going to 
be free and clear when it snows,” 
she said. “It does not, but it gives 
us a leg up when the snow begins 
falling.” 

Morris said VDOT doubled the 
number of trucks it had planned to 
deploy as the forecast got worse on 
Wednesday night. 

There was no evidence that driv- 
ers had become any more snow 
savvy as a result of the repeated 
and record-setting snowfall last 
winter. Maryland State Police 
had recorded dozens of crash- 
es by mid-afternoon. In Virgin- 
ia, state police had recorded 580 
crashes statewide by noon, most of 
the slide-and-crunch variety, with 
few resulting in serious injuries.

Adding Mass to Transit 

Census data show more area residents are relying on public transit to get to work 


Washington 

In a region long dominated by solo 
drives to work, more Washington- 
area residents are abandoning their 
cars and taking public transpor- 
tation to work, according to new 
census data that reveal a notice- 
able shift in commuting patterns 
over the past five years. 

Only New Yorkers take the sub- 
way to work more than Washing- 
tonians do, and all forms of pub- 
lic transit showed gains in riders 
between 2005 and 2009. 

During that period, 14 percent 
of the area’s commuters used public 
transportation, up from 11 percent 
in the 2000 Census, according to a 
Washington Post analysis of Amer- 
ican Community Survey statistics. 
Meanwhile, the percentage of solo 
drivers edged downward. 

Transportation experts said the 
gains in public transit were in part 
the result of higher gas prices but 
also reflected the influx of younger 
residents who refuse to spend long 
hours in the car. Many of those in 
their 20s and 30s have chosen to live 
in vibrant neighborhoods along bus, 
Metro and rail lines, even if it means 
sacrificing the suburban amenities 
of their childhoods. 

“They came of age in an environ- 
ment of urbane media influences, 
watching ‘Friends’ and ‘Seinfeld,’ 
not ‘Leave It to Beaver,”’ said Shyam 
Kannan of the Bethesda-based real 
estate advisory firm RCLCO. 

“They watched their parents 
spend hours on the road, and 
they’re not into that,” Kannan 
added. “This is a group that is 
lifestyle-conscious and time-con- 
scious, and they’ve decided they 
would rather be texting and tweet- 
ing from the Metro.” 

The gains in public transpor- 
tation, while small, are neverthe- 
less significant in an area choked 
with traffic. 



Taking Public Transit 

Fourteen percent of the area's connnnuters used public transportation, up 
fronn 11 percent in the 2000 Census. More than half of the connnnuters who 
take public transportation to work use Metro.

New Metro Checks 

Metro Transit Police announced Thursday that they will, within a few days, 
begin conducting random inspections of carry-on items on the Metro system 
as a security measure. Metro said the inspections will take “only minutes" and 
police will check bags or packages for “hazardous materials." Anyone who “re- 
fuses to submit their carry-on items for inspection will be prohibited from bring- 
ing those items into the station." The inspections will use “ionization technology 
and K9s" to screen items, and will not be passenger pat-downs, (twp)

Some say the census statistics 
actually understate the growing 
popularity of public transporta- 
tion. They fail to account for peo- 
ple who carpool, ride Metro a cou- 
ple times a week, or drive to a Park 
and Ride lot and take the bus the 
rest of the way. 

“It just captures one slice of trav- 
el behavior,” said Dennis Leach, 
transportation director for Arlington 
County, where the use of the coun- 


ty’s bus service rose 30 percent last 
year. “It doesn’t allow for the richer 
trips people are taking using more 
than one mode in a given day.” 

Commuters base their decisions 
on how to get to work on what saves 
them the most time and money, said 
Nick Ramfos, director of Commut- 
er Connections at the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments, which does a commuting 
survey every three years. “When- 
ever there are spikes in gas prices, 
we get people saying, ‘I can’t do this 
every single day,”’ he said. 

But two of three people in the 
region still hop in their cars and 
drive to work alone. And many 
of them are setting their alarm 
clocks before dawn to do that. 
One-third of all area commuters 
leave home before 7 a.m., a phe- 
nomenon fueled by both geogra- 


phy and economics. 

Alan Pisarski, a Northern Vir- 
ginia resident who wrote a widely 
circulated study titled “Commut- 
ing in America,” said many of the 
early risers are blue-collar work- 
ers whose workdays start before 
9. More-affluent professionals can 
afford to live closer to their work- 
place and don’t have to get to their 
offices as early. 

“It’s a combination of the nature 
of the workforce and the nature of 
the cost of housing in this met- 
ropolitan area,” he said. “People 
from northern areas like Freder- 
ick who work at the airports come 
in, sleep in their cars for an hour 
and go to work at 7. If that isn’t an 
indicator of a pathetic transporta- 
tion system, I don’t know what is.”

For at least one week, it worked. 

Ryan Torain through the left 
side for 54 yards. Torain to the 
right for 12 yards. Left again for 
23. Right again for 10 more. 

The Redskins’ ground game 
was impressive last Sunday against 
Tampa. And despite the team’s find- 
ing a way to lose again, Torain’s 
performance left many in D.C. won- 
dering whether coach Mike Sha- 
nahan’s running scheme is final- 
ly hitting its stride. 

“When you have holes like that,

Torain was brought in in the 
offseason because he was seen 
as a good fit for the zone running 
scheme, which aims to stretch a 


defense and let the running back 
pick his own gap to run through. 

Torain, who missed the month of 
November with a hamstring injury, 
has posted three 100-yard games in 
his last four outings and is averag- 
ing a stout 4.9 yards per carry on 115 
rushing attempts this season. 

Washington will look to contin- 
ue the improvement against Dal- 
las Sunday. Neither the Redskins 
(5-8) nor the Cowboys (4-9) have 
a mathematical chance of making 
the playoffs, and both have huge 
questions to answer in the offsea- 
son. But no matter the records, this 
rivalry still means something to 
the city and the players. 

“Our game means a lot,” quar- 
terback Donovan McNabb said. “We 
can only control what we need to do 
here and that’s finishing the sea- 
son off strong.”

The Maryland Terrapins should be 
basking in the warm glow of their 
dramatic turnaround season. Or at 
least preparing to do some bask- 
ing, packing warm-weather clothes 
for a bowl game somewhere much 
farther south. 

Ralph Friedgen should be pick- 
ing out a spot for his new ACC 
Coach of the Year award, earned 
for leading the Terrapins from a 
2-10 season last year to an 8-4 fin- 
ish in 2010. 

Instead, the players are shiver- 
ing along with the rest of the region, 
and Friedgen is spending his spare 
time imploring a disaffected fan 
base to come out and support the 
team against a six-win East Caro- 
lina team at the Military Bowl at 


RFK Stadium on Dec. 29. 

That Maryland, which tied for 
the third-best record in the ACC, 
slipped to the conference’s No. 8 
bowl selection and was largely a 
product of the poor attendance at 
home games this season. Uncon- 
vinced that Terrapins fans would 
travel in droves, bowl officials one 
by one passed up Maryland. 

But rather than blame the fans, 
Friedgen hopes to draw the team 


and its supporters closer together 
by uniting against a common foe: 
the bowl system. 

“They disrespected our school 
by this process,” Friedgen said last 
Sunday when he addressed fans at 
halftime of a Maryland basketball 
game. “I’m a Terp also.” 

Friedgen called for Maryland 
fans to fill the seats at RFK as a 
message to all the bowls who reject- 
ed the Terrapins. Apparently, they 


Hometown Mourns ‘Bigger Than Life’ Feller 


Appreciation 

Bob Feller was a teenage pitching 
wonder, a World War II hero and 
an outspoken Hall of Famer for 
the Cleveland Indians. In his tiny 
hometown, he was the farm boy 
who never forgot his roots. 

Flags flew at half-staff Thurs- 
day at the Bob Feller Museum in 
Van Meter, Iowa, a day after Fell- 
er succumbed to acute leukemia 
at the age of 92. 

Armed with a blazing fastball 
dubbed the “Van Meter heater,” 


Feller won 266 games in 18 sea- 
sons with the Indians — even with 
a break for service during World 
War II. “Rapid Robert” was the 
first pitcher to win 20 games before 
he was 21, was chosen for eight 
All-Star games, and earned a place 
in the Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1962, his first year of eligibility. 

“It’s such a great loss. Bob was 
a guy who was a little bit bigger 
than life,” said museum member 
Ed Brown. 

Feller is still the Indians’ career 
leader in shutouts (46), innings

pitched (3,827), walks (1,764), com- 
plete games (279), wins and strike- 
outs, and a statue of him in mid- 
delivery stands in his honor outside 
of Progressive Field in Cleveland. 

Scott Havick, who manages the 
museum, said Feller was always 
proudest of his service during 
World War II. He enlisted on Dec. 
8, 1941 — just one day after Japan 
bombed Pearl Harbor — and was 
the first major leaguer to do so. 

“He was the most patriotic per- 
son I’ve ever known in my life,” 
Havick said, luke Meredith (ap)

When Kevin Spacey moved to 
London in 2003 to revive the his- 
toric Old Vic Theatre, Hollywood 
(arguably) lost its greatest charac- 
ter actor. But the Anglophile still 
takes on film roles that delve deep 
into U.S. iconography. Playing Jack 
Abramoff in “Casino Jack,” opening 
here Dec. 22, Spacey talks politics, 
theater and D.C.’s dark side. 

Why play Jack Abramoff? 

There was something rather fan- 
tastic about it: being able to have 
played Ron Klain in “Recount,” 
a good Democrat trying to make 
sure votes get counted, and then 
playing the person who was called 
the most corrupt Republican in the 
history of Washington. Of course, I 
found out things that were beyond 
those labels, but it was interesting 
to operate in both those worlds. 


Did you know much about 
Abramoff before taking the role? 

I was vaguely aware of him. I was 
living in England when the scandal 
broke. Tm very glad I wasn’t inun- 
dated and that I hadn’t formed an 
opinion about him, because I had 
the opportunity to meet him. 

How was meeting him? 

I was interested in his emotional 
journey. I had read all this stuff 
that made him out to be the greed- 
iest human being to ever walk the 
Earth. Yes, he did bad things, but 
the level of hypocrisy — the “Oh, we 
cleaned up the lobbying industry 
by throwing this guy in the clink” 
— just isn’t true. 

Has your opinion of him changed ? 

No, it hasn’t. But as an actor, the 
one thing you cannot do is judge 


the character. You let the audience 
decide how they feel. I had to ask, 
“How do you humanize somebody 
who has been turned into a cari- 
cature?” That was my job: to give 
a fully rounded portrait.

Herfennininity, though, adds pow- 
erful shades of nuance to the play. 

Out of her elennent in Milan, the island 
is a place where the fact that she’s a 
wonnan is no hindrance to her ruling, 
and she connes into her power in a 
way she never could have in civiliza- 
tion (Granted, she rules over one guy 
and a water sprite.) When she eventu- 
ally takes back her rightful throne, 
the nnove fronn her flowing robes to 
corseted gowns suggests that power 
in Milan connes with rules that are lit- 
erally unconnfortable. 

Offbeat casting doesn't always 
work, but Mirren's perfornnance and 
the new colors it brings to the text re- 
nninds us that sonnetinnes stunts can 
be thrilling.

Film Review 

“The King’s Speech” arrives in 
theaters like a big, shiny Christ- 
mas present to moviegoers. It’s 
the kind of absorbing, attractive, 
unfailingly tasteful enterprise that 
a critic can recommend without 
caveat — unlike so many of this 
year’s equally well-made but edg- 
ier outings. 

There’s nothing not to love 
about Tom Hooper’s classy histor- 
ical drama, which tells the story 
of how Britain’s King George VI 
(Colin Firth) overca me a debilitat- 
ing stutter and went on later to lead 
the country into World War II. 

Although Bertie, as he was 
known to his family, had no inten- 
tion of assuming the throne, he 
found himself wearing the crown 
when his brother. King Edward VIII 
(Guy Pearce), abdicated to marry 
Wallis Simpson. Painfully shy, ret- 
icent to the point of paralysis, Bertie 
freezes up every time he approach- 
es a microphone (the film opens in 
1925, at a disastrous speech in Lon- 
don’s Wembley Stadium).

She enlists 
the help of Lionel Logue (Geoffrey 
Rush), a speech therapist in Lon- 
don whose methods include encour- 
aging his clients to sing and swear 
like stevedores.

Two decades after techno 
thriller Tron's' release, its hero 
tries to flee his virtual world 

Film Review 

There are worse things than being trapped inside 
a computer game with Olivia Wilde. 

In “Tron: Legacy,” the loud, long and less than 
wholly satisfying sequel to “Tron,” that’s the bitter- 
sweet fate of Kevin Flynn Qeff Bridges), the com- 
puter-nerd hero of both the 1982 sci-fi cult clas- 
sic and its high-tech, 3-D update. When we first 
meet the now-grizzled Flynn — who we learn in 
a prologue has been missing since 1989 — he’s 
literally trapped inside a video game he created, 
a flesh-and-blood fugitive from a digital fascist 
state whose primary form of entertainment is 
gladiator-style combat using lethal flying disks 
and lightning-fast motorcycles. 

But it’s not all bad: He also lives with a smoking- 
hot babe in a bodysuit named Quorra (Wilde). 

In the two decades since Flynn disappeared 
from the real world, he has managed to carve out 
a sweet life in hiding, far from the deadly gam- 
ing “grid” he designed. 

Into this cozy domestic situation comes Fly- 
nn’s son, Sam (Garrett Hedlund). Like his father, 
Sam is a geek. After getting a telephone page — 
how last century! — that seems to have originat- 
ed from the elder Flynn’s old office, Sam man- 


ages, with a few keystrokes, to get sucked into 
the same virtual world that his long-lost father 
and Quorra live in. Sam awakens in his father a 
yearning for the outside. Now it’s up to the three 
of them to get there. 

The “Tron” world fulfills the ultimate escapist 
fantasy of the user entering what can otherwise 
only be experienced from the outside. 

But if that noisy, adrenaline-addled universe 
is so wonderful, why are Quorra, Sam and his 
father all so fired up to get out of it? 

When you finally stumble back into the 
relative peace and quiet of the lobby, it’ll 
hit you. “Tron: Legacy” maybe a nice 
place to visit, but you wouldn’t want

If you think “Rocky” and “Raging 
Bull” define the alpha and omega of 
boxing movies, think again.
